In  addition  1009  school  children  wero  x-rayed  and  all  wore  found  to  bo  free 
f*on  any  evidence  of  infection. 

Domiciliary  troatment  of  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
initiated  during  tho  summer  by  Dr,  Brough,  the  newly  appointed  Chest  Physician 
for  that  part  of  the  County  included  in  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
iron.  This  treatment,  which  consists  of  injections  of  streptomycin  and  para- 
amino-salicylic  given  by  the  district  nurses,  precedes  and  shortens  the  subse¬ 
quent  treatment  in  hospital  or  sanatorium.  Dr,  Roycc,  the  East  Anglian  R,H.B. 
Uhost  Physician  also  advocated  this  form  of  treatment. 

Of  the  16  now  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  15  were 
admitted  to  hospital, 

3.C.G.  vaccination  of  two  children  was  carried  out. 

One  chronic  case  continued  to  receive  free  milk  throughout  the  year. 

Tho  four  shelters  have  been  overhauled  and  repaired  where  necessary: 
they  are  stored  at  Stud  Houso  whon  not  in  use  by  patients.

It  will  be  seen  that  one  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  only 
1,90  per  cent  of  fat,  being  therefore  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of 
36  por  cont  of  the  minimum  quantity  of  3  per  cent  laid  down  in  the  Salo  of 
Milk  Regulations  as  proper  to  genuine  milk.

drivers. 


A  new  10  h.p,  Fordson  Utilicon  all  purpose  ambulance  was 
brought  into  use  on  the  19th  June  1951.  The  old  Austin  Ambulance 
was  kept  in  rosorve;  except  when  required  for  the  transport  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease. 

As  the  Utilicon  Ambulance  has  a  collapsible  stretchor  it 
oan  be  used  for  the  transport  of  sitting  cases.  Jiany  patients 
attending  the  out-patient  departments  of  the  Leicester  and  Stamford 
hospitals  can  now  be  taken  by  this  ambulance,  thus  reducing  the  calls 
on  the  Voluntary  car  service  with  resultant  economy.
